The KlccUuii in Winchester. 

hi spite of the confidence of tho Radi- 
cals in the bye-election at Winchester 
to-day, it resulted in a defeat for them 
after all. They had hoped to reduce the 
majority of the Conservatives, but while 
they received a greator number of votos 
than in 1880, yet tho Tories, whose major- 
ity in 1886 was 'S.W, mounted up to-day 
to 515. The Radicals showed a gain of 
sixty-six votes, but it was not enough to 
oli'sot the increased majority of thoir 
opponents. A curious feature of the con- 
test was that both sides made use of Irish 
cartoons. Representations of Secretary 
Balfour in ludicrous positions were con- 
fronted by pictures of prominent Irishmen 
in convict dress, labelled as friends of the 
Liberal candidate. Another fact worthy 
of notico was tho solid voting for tho 
Conservative candidate by one hundred 
and twenty soldiers who are quartered in 
Winchester. 

The Result Surprising. 

Tho result of tho Fronch senate elec- 
tions as announced to-night cause much 
surprise on this side of tho Channel. Tho 
gain of four seats already by tho Conser- 
vatives was totally unexpected. The 
Titncs, which is credited with usually 
possessing accurate information on those 
subjects, confidently predicted this morn- 
ing that the Republicans would bo tho 
leaders in the senatorial contest, and 
would win to-day. 

— The final returns show a Con- 
servative gain of three soats over last 
election.

Consequently the proposed 
series of speeches ho was to make in Ire- 
land will fall through and the government 
will not have tho satisfaction of the im- 
prisoning of tho ex-premier's son for 
speaking at the Dromore meeting, in tho 
county of Tyrone, which was proclaimed 
as soon as it was known that Herbert 
Gladstone was to speak there.

A filial Accident. 

Cleveland, Jan. 5, — Shortly after two 
o'clock to-day the n*v central viaduct in 
the course of construction, between the 
east and south sides, fell to the ground 
sixty feet below.

As might be expected, the trial of Ful- 
ler has commanded more than ordinary 
attention among the little community 
domiciled in the capital of Alaska. While 
opinions dill'er somewhat, the view ox- 
pressed by tho majority who heard the 
whole of the testimony, the speeches and 
the judge's change, is that the verdict is 
unsatisfactory, tho general opinion being 
that the jury should either have found 
tlio prisoner guilty of murder in the lirst 
degree or not guilty on the ground of in- 
sanity. That the one or the other aspect 
of the case was the most reasonable to 
an outsider appears evident on examining 
the facts. The statement of the prisoner 
on the stand clearly went to show that he 
had a strong feeling against the bishop, 
had had quarrels and lii;di words with 
him, and believed him to be the instigator 
of tho alleged plot to put Fuller out of the 
way.

THE FULLER TRIAL AND VERDICT. 

How the Verdict Was Reached— The Slayer's 
Recital- lie Claims That the Killing 
Vi -a Accidental. 

The jury in the Fuller trial wero out 
sixty-one hours before returning a verdict 
of manslaughter. After the verdict the 
jurors said that nineteen ballots were 
taken, and at one time as many as eight 
jurors voted in favor of convicting the 
prisoner of murder in the tirst degree; 
the remaining four were not satislied and 
declined to adopt the view taken by the 
majority. After deliberating over a period 
of forty hours it became evident that an 
agreement was impossible, there being no 
chance of the minority surrendering, the 
question of manslaughter was debated 
upon, and it was resolved to interrogate 
the judge as to whether Fuller could be 
found guilt}' of this grade of the offense. 
"Yes," replied his honor in open court, 
"if the jury believe that when the rifle 
was tired the prisoner had no intention of 
killing the bishop." Deliberations now 
being resumed it was found that thuru 
was one juror who would not reply to this 
question in the affirmative, and as a con- 
sequence no decision could be reached. 
Eventually, however, this juror agreed 
with the other eleven, and at the close of 
sixty-one hours the verdict of manslaugh- 
ter was recorded. 

UTTER 1. V INDIFFERENT, 

Fuller, during tho greater part of the 
investigation, maintained tho same indif- 
ference and carelessness which have char- 
acterized him since arriving at Sitka. For 
hours at a time while seated in court his 
features would scarcely change; his head 
was almost motionless; his eyes were cast 
down on the floor ami his glanco Beemed 
always fixed on the samo spot; and no 
matter how long one looked tit him it was 
impossible to "catch his eye." Ho took 
no interest whatever in the case except 
while Sneataw and Walker wore giving 
testimony. During Mr. Delaney's address 
which deeply affected many who heard it, 
Fuller never once showed tho least con- 
cern or emotion, but continued as imtnov- 
movable as a statue. When spoken to in 
his cell while the jury wuro considering 
their verdict ho retorted that he cared not 
what the result might bo, and subsequent- 
ly to the sentence he stated that he would 
rather have been hanged than condemned 
to imprisonment. These declarations on 
his part are open to question, however, 
as on the morning of tho sentence when 
he know that incarceration in jail was tho 
severest punishment which the court could 
order him to undergo, ho appeared per- 
fectly cheerful and resigned and the ex- 
pression of his face bad assumed a more 
happy and contented look. 

fuller's recital. 

The prisoner's account of how the 
shooting occurred was told very graph- 
ically. When under examination by bin 
counsel, in order to explain tho more 
accurately and completely what position 
he was in when the rife wont off, he left 
the witness stand (located on a raised 
platform to the right of the bench), and 
standing on the floor in front of the jury, 
went through movements similar to those 
on tho morning of the murder. Ho told 
how he seized the rifle in order to protect 
himself from Cretaw, the Indiui, who ho 
saw in tho act of raising an axo with 
which to destroy his life. While examin- 
ing tho lock and cartridge chamber of the 
rife, whbh ho held in his hand, and turn- 
inn round at the samo moment to face his

The District of Columbia a National Dlsirrace- 
Oongrensmen Hardly Safe in the Capitol 
Grouuus-A Constitutional liar 
.Sinister. 



I From Our Own CorrosDohdout,] 
Washington, D. 0., Deo. 21. 
The District of Columbia is a dark blot 
upon our national escutcheon. It is a 
constitutional bar sinister. It is a slough 
of despotism in tho fair domain of Ameri- 
can freedom. George Washington re- 
belled against taxation without represen- 
tation, but taxation without representa- 
tion is the fundamental principle of the 
government of the District or Columbia. 
The district is ruled by a triumvirate of 
commissioners, appointed by the presi- 
dent, and clothed with kingly powers. 
They are in no way responsible to the 
people, and they in no way consult tho 
Wishes of the people. Thus we have here 
right in the midst of the freest and best 
of governments a population divested of 
all political rights. Senator Morrill argued 
in the Senate the other day that the coun- 
try wtis going to the dogs, because it was 
being invaded by foreigners who bad not 
sufficient intelligence to aopreciate the

the District of Columbia, where the native 
white population outnumbers the foreign 
population three to one, all the dearest 
privileges of freemen have been volun- 
tarily sacrificed, and a government of the 
commissioners, for the commissioners and 
by the commissioners substituted for a 
government of the people, for the people 
and by the people. And what was the 
excuse for this remarkable and silent re- 
volution. The excuse pleaded was that 
the colored peoplo controlled the elec- 
tions. The whites, instead of proving 
that they were equal to such tin emei" 
goncy, and massing all their forces for the 
conflict, 

PUSILLANQIOUSLY SACRIFICED 
everything, and waived .all the rights of 
citizenship for which freemen have 
struggled ever since the humilia- 
tion of John by the barons. The 
enemies of republican institutions 
often insist that an emergency will arise 
in the United States in which tlio people 
will become so disgusted with popular 
government that they will allow their 
most cherished rights to pass into the 
keeping of tin absolute central power. In 
other words, that the republic will some 
day suddenly become an oligarchy, and 
the freedom for which the revolutionary 
heroes struggled become a thing of tho 
past. The force of tho argument cannot 
bo resisted when it applies so happily 
to the District of Columbia. Here 
we have not only a despotism, but a des- 
potism under which the people tire the 
most helpless nonentities. They havo no 
voice in municipal or national affairs. Tho 
only way in which taxpayers can protest, 
publicly against the arbitrary acts of the 
commission is by the organization of citi- 
zens' associations and the perfunctory 
passage of resolutions. There aro, conse- 
quently a great many citizens' associations. 
It is not an uncommon thing to read 
of a meeting of citizens' association No. 20 
or No. ;i0, and to learn that '.In: members 
after talking themselves hoarse in the 
course of

of the commissioners tinallypassed resolu- 
tions embodying their views. And this is 
about all that they ever effect. The com- 
missioners care very little for the resolu- 
tions of citizens so lou^ as they can draw 
the fat salaries attached to their otlice. 
They have not that dread of the people 
that ordinary despots have, because un- 
like ordinary despots they tire in no way 
responsible to their subjects, (hie of the 
immediate consequences of an inefficient 
municipal government is tin inefficient 
police, and this we have. The fact that 
the Washington pi dice force is too small 
to effectually guard the city at night has 
been noised abroad until Washington has 
come to be regarded as the paradise of 
rogues. 

Tin; RESULT 
is that congressmen tire hardly safe in tho 
Capitol grounds after nightfall; that bur- 
glars ply their calling with furniture wag- 
ons and steal even the household goods in 
the dwellings they invade; that the resur- 
rectionist has become quite a local institu- 
tion; und that the nocturnal guardian of 
the peace litis become a "rarer" avis than 
any in the Smithsonian Institute. The 
organs of the district bureaucracy of 
course deny that there is anything objec- 
tionable in this anomalous state of tbings. 
It is rather significant, however, that the 
nascent movement to reform our municip- 
al government has caught the attention of 
the six o'clock club, a local organization 
of kid glove bureaucrats and silk stocking 
politicians, who do not regard it as good 
form to get excited over anything. But 
in the course of their post prandial re- 
marks the other evening they denounced 
the district government with a good 
deal of vehomnnee, and though thore 
were some with souls so dead to the true 
principles of civil liberty as to lend their 
tongues lo a justification of this truly 
European situation, there was a general 
consensus of opinion against the triumvirs 
and the despotic powers they assert. 
It would seem that all legislation for the 
district tends in the same direction. A 
bill litis just been introduced in the senate 
to raise ti district militia by conscription, 
and soon the German who fled from 
Prussia to avoid compulsory military ser- 
vice may have to fly from the District of 
tJoltimbia for the same reason. Of course 
such a law would prove a dead letter as 
i; did in Maryland, but its passage would 
bo another lash in the whip of coercion, 
and at the same time an additional im- 
pulse towards tho catastrophe which will 
sweep the commissioners from power and 
restore the privileges of constitutional 
government to a sorely oppressed people,

A FINANCIAL BLUNDERKR. 

The Times, worsted in argument, re- 
sorted to its old taeties of abuse last even 
ing.

Completely beaten and ex- 
posed, our contemporary betakes himself 
to new ground and indulges in fresh 
charges, but it will be a very simple mat- 
ter to drive him from his last ditch. •• The 
civil list expenditure," exclaims this arch 
falsilier, "has been increased under their 
management by a sum which is positively 
astounding, the increase being fully §50,- 
000 a year."

That there litis been a steady increase in 
the cost of civil government since 1882 is 
admitted; but that the increase has been 
in greater proportion than the necessity 
for it, arising out of tho progress of tin- 
province, may be safely and successfully 
questioned.

not a single dollar has been expen ed in- 
consistently with the wishes of the peo- 
ple, as expressed through their represen- 
tatives, and that, so far from 
the money being till spent and 
the province verging on bankruptcy, 
tho re is at this very moment to the credit 
of tho province in the Hank of British 
Columbia a balance of $5GK,000, and 
that too, after the great bulk of expendi- 
ture for public works for the current, 
fiscal year has been met. In face of such 
facts it is contemptible, it is criminal, for 
a public journalist to persist in reiterat- 
ing such outrageously false and mislead- 
ing statements about the financial stand- 
ing of the province — statements which 
could not fail to injure the credit and fair 
fame of the country were it nol for the 
fortunate circumstance that the source 
front which they emanate and the 
motive for their promulgation, are 
pretty well understood. Referring to 
the expense of maintaining the .Mounted 
Police in Kootenay an expense w hich 
one may well be excused for suspecting 
the Times would gladly see fall upon the 
province with the hope of hurting the, 
government — the opposition organ asks: 
"Will our contemporary assert that the 
matter is not now the subject of warm cor- 
respondence between the lAmiiuion and 
provincial governments,and that the ques- 
tion was not one of the topics discussed 
during tho visit of the Hon. John Rob- 
son to Ottawa ?"

uoreover the dearest rights of freemen 
re there sacrificed, thai the govern- 
iient of the district is government of 
■onunissioners for the commissioners and 

lol for the people; that, the people 

here are the most helpless non- 

ntities with no voice in municipal 
or national affairs, and that the greatest 

liscontent prevails in Washington on ac- 
iiuit of gross misrule, and the city, owing 
to loose and unsufficient police, hns be 
come the paradise of rogues. Again ho 

i lls us that congressmen are scarcely safe 
in the capitol grounds after nightfall, and 
burglars ply their calling with furniture 
wagons, and steal even the household 
goods in the dwellings they invade. A 
very pretty state of things certainly! 

Toronto Globe: An a count of the 
difficulty with the Motlakahtlan Indians 
and the Church Missionary Society, en- 
tirely different from that which >vo for- 
merly published, has been given by Dr. 
Powell, Superintendent of Indian affairs, 
B.C. Mr. Duncan, the Missionary, is 
represented as having of late gone largely 
into trading speculations on his own ac- 
count. He was never ordained, and 
when the whole district was erected into a 
bishoprick he entirely refused obedience 
1 1 the society whose paid agent he had 
boon for many years, while be raised all 
of manner opposition to the clerical supe- 
rior set over him, us well us to the local 
government of the province. Dr. Powell 
claims that a very considerable number of 
the Indians remain, and that nil might 
have done so if they and their leader, 
Mr. Duncan, had only been anything like 
reasonable. This all may bo. Still it is 
curious that a man who, for a quarter of 
a century, had acted the part, of ndevoted, 
sjlf -sacrificing missionary, and had en- 
joyed the confidence of the Indians, the 
Missionary Society and the local govern" 
tnent, should all at once have turned out 
such a selfish and questionable character. 

A Prince Edward Islander, who was 
intimately acquainted with Mr. Owen 
Connolly, whose sudden death while 
making out an order for a charitable 
donation to a poor widow was recorded 
yesterday, speaks of him as a man of such 
extraordinary talent that; in a wider field 
and with bettor opportunities would have 
made him one of the world's famous men. 
Mr. Connolly landed in Prince Edward 
Island when a young man as ail emigrant, 
absolutely illiterate and almost absolutely 
penniless. Throughout his life he hud 
none of the opportunities of acquiring 
wealth by virtue i f increase or the value 
if lands or of public franchises controlled 
by him, for laud values have remained 
S! any on the island and the only 
rai way is op 'rated by the Dom- 
inion government. But the poor Irish 
1 id developed a perfect genius for busi- 
ness. Starting in trade us a storekeeper 
in u small way, he had at the time of bis 
death, stores all over tho island, car- 
rying on a trade larger probably 
than that of any other man in the pro 
vinoe. He never fully overcome his un- 
fortunate lack of education, though he 
taught himself to read and write fairly 
well. Vet he seemed to acquire know- 
ledge of business movements so fully that 
!us speculations in farm produce were 
made with almost uniform success. The 
Islsnd Dunk, of which he was president 
at the time of his death, got into difficul- 
ties in other hands, but from the time he 
took hold of ii t he •business steadily im- 
proved. He always regretted Ins luck of 
education, and showed his practical belief 
in its benefit by leaving all his wealth, 
save a few bequests -or about three-quar- 
ters of a million dollars — to provide for 
the education of Roman Catholic children 
in tin- province. Mr. Connolly was a re- 
ligious and charitable man, and his sud- 
den demise has caused wide-spread grief.

VTTHEUEAS, it IS provided by law that i he 
' ' nomination for Mayor and Councillors 
shall bo hold on the second Monday in January 
in each year, from 12 in. to '.' p. in., and the poll- 
ing, If any, on tho Thursday following from 
10 a. m. to 1 p. m.; and it in further 
provided that the Council shall, In the 
month of December in each year, appoint a 
Returning Officer, and shall also name the poll- 
Ing places and otherwise arrange for the hold 
ing of the coining ejection; and it is further 
provided that tho polling, if any, at such elec- 
tion shall be bad and taken at such place or 
places as tho "ouncil shall by By-Law appoint; 
therefore, 

Ho it onacted by the Council of tho Corpora- 
tion of the City of Victoria us follows; 

1. Tho nomination of Candidates for Hie 
respective olllcos of Mayor and Council- 
lors of tho City of Victoria, shall take place at 
the City Hall in the said Cily, on Monday, tho 
Ninth day of January, 18S3.

Creates Another Sensation In California -Sulil 
to hare been Harrleil »» the Result of a I'lot. 

Fiinnio Verona Baltlwin who was born 
and raised to womanhood in Olyinpiiv ami 
who bays shu is a cuuani of E. J. Baldwin 
of Sim Francisco, luts her uamo connected 
with another sensation that will prove as 
startling as that which occurred, when, 
in hob revenge, alio shot "Lucky" Bald- 
win in his hotol some years ago. The 
story is, according to thu Sai\ Francisco 
papers, that she was married to Dr. 'A. T. 
Auauis of Coulterville, Mariposa county, 
under circumstances that may oause the 
arrest of several parties fur criminal con- 
spiraoy. Tlio date of the marriage is not 
given. 

Tiie basis of the sensation reata on a 
statement about a camping party near 
Coulterville one summer. Dr. Adams and 
Voronu were members of the party. Tho 
young physician is pictured as being a gal- 
lant, poraistent admirer of Verona. His 
attentions became the subject of pleasant- 
gossip for their companions, while they 
arc said to have buou somewhat of an an- 
noyance to the young woman. Tnis was 
duo partly to the publicity of his court- 
ship and because she could not recipro- 
cate Ins affection. One day she suggested 
that they take n stroll as a means of get- 
ting away from where others would hear 
and sue his words and actions as a lover. 
It appears that the stroll turned out to be 
a long tramp, for late ill the afternoon 
they found that they were lost, with no 
hope of gutting back to camp that night. 
They had to stay on a hillside all night. 
The weather was cold, but he built a tiro 
and wrapped her in his overcoat. She re- 
fused tho latter, because lie was suffering 
from consumption. On his insisting, she 
finally took it. The couple returned to 
camp early the next morning. Unpleasant 
comments were indulged in by tho ladies 
of the party about Verona, and she was 
made to foci that no good excuse could b 
given about vfliy she was away from the 
camp that night. The party lost but little 
time after this event in returning to 
Coulterville, and tho story of Venn a's 
night- in the woods was soon tho choice 
morsel of gossip in the town. 

Dr. Adams on reaching home became 
very sick, and it is stated that a friend of 
his, who was also his partner, suggested 
to her that as ahe was partly to blame for 
his sickness she should go and nurse him.

It is even hinted that Dr. Adams was nev- 
er really anxious to marry her, and the 
wind up of the story credits tho detective 
with saying that the marriage romance is 
true; that Dr. Adams formerly lived in 
the southern section of the state, and that 
his relations with E. J. Baldwin have 
been those of the best of friends. — Seattle 
Times.

or ton dollars in his pocket, and we can 
have that by going through him ; ' hoard 
tho word policeman mentioned several 
times; they turned and went into tho 
Prince of Wales saloon; I ran across as 
lightly as possible and got to the outside 
door just as the prisoner and the other 
man reached the table; had a good view 
through the door; the only working man 
1 knew was Thos. Gowdy, and I suspected 
he was tho man they intended to rob; 
they went direct to him and commenced 
to talk with him; they seemed very un- 
easy and mentioned cards and light sev- 
eral times; they did not succeed in robbing 
anyone, and when I saw them returning 
to tho door I ran back and allowed them 
to pass me; they went towards Fisgard 
street on Government; followed them up 
from door to door until they got to Fis- 
gard; one wanted to go one way and the 
other another; when they separated pris- 
oner came towards me, when I came out 
and took hold of him; asked liini who he 
had been in company with, and he an- 
swered "no one;" took him to the police sta- 
tion, where 1 entered a charge of vagrancy 
and conspiracy to rob; have not seen the 
other man since. 

To Prisoner — Did not hear you talking 
about playing cards outside of the saloon. 

Prisoner here said that ho would like to 
have Mr. Gowdy and the saloon keeper 
give evidence.
